MAYOR CLARKE 
LOOKS FOR NO 
TROUBLE HERE 


Appraised of the disorders in 
Vancouver, Mayor Joseph A, 
Clarke gave the following state- 
ment to the Bulletin: 

“I do not anticipate any action 
{in Edmonton in sympathy with 
these disorders. 


“Our unemployed were not sent 


to camps and are not on strike. 
There would be no call in any 
event for violence and I don't ex- 
pect any. However, in order to 
quiet fears of those who might 
be rendered ‘hysterical by the 
trend of events resulting from the 
troublesome times we are passing 
through here as elsewhere in 
Canada, every step will be taken 
to maintain order. 

“Every policeman will be 
available for duty 24 hours a 
day. 

“The chief constable has been 
authorized to engage a small 
number of “specials” to take the 
places of regulars in the out- 
lying districts of the city and 
the regular men will be brought 
down town where the crowds 
are. 

“The R.C.M.P. have offered 
their services in case of trouble 
and the offer has been accepted. 
Any attempted disorder here will 
be met with the usual firmness. 

“Authority will be maintained 
and I expect no disorder.” 

“The mayor of Vancouver has 
staked his political fife on being 
able to solve the present eco- 
nomic depression and being able 
to terminate unemployment and 
stop suffering, and there are 
smug, satisfied groups who are 
not aware that there is a depress- 
ion, who are now gloating at 
what they will term the failure 
of Vancouver's mayor. 

“It is not his failure, for the 
Smug, self-satisfied have been 
able to prevent anything being 
done on the real lines of Mc- 
Geer's suggestions. 

“It is time for a real change.”

these public demonstrations. Pre- 
vious marches had been strictly or- 
derly, 

Since the mass walk-out, 
province and dominion have refused 
to provide food and shelter for the 
strikers. The men have sent delega- 
tions to place their demands before 
the city council and the British 
Columbia government. No concess- 
ions have been mace to them. 


RAISED $5,000 

The unemployed raised more than 
$5,000 in a tag day April 13, held 
despite the city’s refusal to issue 
a permit for such action. Mayor G 
G. McGeer later announced no act- 
ion would be taken in this connect- 
ion. The money so raised, together 
with sums privately subscribed 
has been the men’s only source of 
maintenance, 

‘The men marched down Water 
and Hastings streets Tuesday with- 
aut Uniisual event. On Granville 
street, traffic was tied up temper- 
atily and for nearly an hour street 
cars were held stationary by the 
lines-of marching men, extending 
for sevén city blocks. 


MANY DOORS BARRED 

Men in certain divisions of the 
parade attempted to gain entrance 
to stores along the route but found 
many doors barred against them 
Employees of David Spencer's Ltd. 
latge depattmental store on Hast- 
irigs street, rushed to lock and 
guard all entrances when the 
marchers approached. The store es- 
caped unscathed. 

The Hudson's Bay Company, cor- 
ner of Georgia and Granville 
streets, was not so fortunate. Some 
700 marchers entered the main floor 
of the store before their following 
comrades were biocked by com- 
pany. employees and police who 
locked the doors. 

WOMEN ARE REMOVED 

Police reinforcements were rush- 
ed to the building and the strikers 
were ordered to leave. hey jam- 
med the aisles and, when they 
showed obstinacy, women employ- 
ees of the company were hurried 
from the floor by their department 
managers. 

As the officers attempted to eject 
the demonstrators, the men gather-/ 
ed in one corner, from which they | 
could not be driven.

MELEE ENSUES

ing out of the melee entirely. 


POLICEMEN INJURED 

Some of the policemen suffered 
cuts and bruises and a half dozen 
strikers were knocked out. The in- 
jured strikers were carried to the 
street by their fellows as the dem- 
onstrators straggled out by various 
exits, 

Store officials surveyed the dam- 
age immediately afterwards and 
stated no estimate of the damage 
would be possible. for some time 
but they said it would run into 
thousands of dollars. Practically

Mayor McGeer Says Reds 
Endeavoring to Create 


General Revolt 


VANCOUVER, April 24—Mayor 
G. G. McGeer last night clamped 
down on parades and demonstra- 
tions in Vancouver following 
Tuesday's riot, when relief camp 
strikers caused thousands of dol- 
| lars’ damage in a downtown de- 

partment store. In announcing 
demonstrations, public meetings 
and parades would be banned in 
future, the mayor charged the 
riot to Communistic activities 
which, he said, are centreing on 
calling a general strike in Van- 
couver, 

“The situation in Vancouver to- 
day is extremely regrettable,” Mayor 
McGeer said. “Chief of Police W. 
W. Foster informs me that he had 
{been definitely assured by repre- 
sentatives of the relief camp strik- 
ers that they would not attempt 
any more nuisance parades—that is, 
parades through stores to embarrass 
merchants and the general public 
—and that no attempt would be 
made to violate bylaws by unauth- 
orized tag days or parades. 

“Today, either by design or other- 
wise, the men paraded and entered 
the Hudson’s Bay Co., store. When 
the company asked police to re- 
move the men, some left peaceably 
and others remained and were the 
cause of the disturbance that oc- 
} curred 

“It now 
Vancouver is being victimized by an 
organized attempt to capitalize, for 
revolutionary purposes, the condi- 
tions of depression which now exist. 
From information supplied to me, 
there is a definite organization of 


communistic activities which are 
centreing on calling a general 
strike in Vancouver. 

“Fortunately, this communistic 


movement has no substantial public 
support and is not endorsed by or- 
ganized labor. If a general strike 
were called it would react disas- 
on conditions in Vancouver 
and would result in increasing and 
extending the hardship of depres- 
sion throughout our community.

EDGES CLOSER TO 
AMERICAN OFFER 


With London Figure at 
70.75 and U.S. Buying 
At 71 Cents — Another 


Boost is Forecast. 


WASHINGTON, April 24—Expec- 
tation of a quick boost in the United 
States treasury’s silver price Tues- 
day was added to swirls of specu- 
lation over possible administration 
action to close the weak spot left 
in the Roosevelt monetary system 
by the Supreme court gold ruling. 

“Dollar silver” talk had its Gen- 
esis in mounting world quotations 
for the white metal as they edged 
ever closer to the government's 
standing offer for newly-mined do- 
mestic silver. One treasury official 
said it was a logical deduction from 
past actions that the price would be 
boosted shortly, but all Secretary 
Henry Morgenthau would say was 
“Don't bet any money on what we 
do,” 

BUYING FREELY 

With the treasury buying all silver 
offered from the mines at 71 cents 
an ounce, a figure established barely 
a fortnight ago, the price of the 
metal rose in London to a point, 
which translated into dollars at the 
current rate of exchange, was 70.75 
cents. 

Gold discussion was re-opened 
when the government asked a 
month's stay in a suit brought in 
the court of claims by Robert A. 
Taft, son of the former president 
and chief justice. He contended 
that if the government refused to 
pay him gold on a_ $50 Liberty 
bond, it must continue to pay in- 
terest until the date of maturity 
and could not call the bond for 
redemption in advance, 


CASE PREPARATION 


Such claims cases were the loop- 
hole left by the high court's gold 
decision, While the justice de- 
partment said yesterday's delay 
move was only to allow more time 
to prepare the case, some observ- 
ers thought congress might be 
asked to block permanently all 
suits of this type. 

On the other side of the mone- 
tary picture, meanwhile, senators 
from silversproducing states were 


fjubilant over the rising price for 


that metal. 


DOLLAR SILVER SOON 

Alva Adams of Colorado pre- 
dicted dollar silver soon, because 
“the demand is in excess of the 
floating supply.’ Burton Wheeler 
of Montana, for the same reason 
thought the rise would not stop 
short of $1.29, the figure which the 
statute books say is coinage value 
of the metal.
